Calamity Jane was a real person. Her real 
name was Martha Jane Canarry. Born in 
Missouri about the year 1848, she "went 
west" in 1863. Calamity Jane lived the life 
of a man for the most part. She could shoot 
with uncanny accuracy, and ride like a Co- 
manche. She wandered from one town to 
another in the old west, stopping at Alder 
Gulch and Cheyenne. Abilene and Hays 
City. During the 70s. she worked as an army 
-"-.ij) with the cavalry in its wars with the 
Indians. 

She was a mule-skinner and cattlt drover, 
also. 

In Deadwood, she became friendly with 
Wild Bill Hickok. After he died. Calamity 
Jane busied herself at various odd jobs, and 
achieved a reputation as a sort of heroine 
when smallpox struck Deadwood, by nursing 
and caring for the sick. 

Later, she appeared on the stage, describ- 
ing her days in the building of the west. 
Books were written about her. She died in 
1903, and is buried now beside her good 
friend, Wild Bill Hickok. 

To enumerate the famous outlaws of the 
west would take quite a lot of space, but 



some of the more famous ones would include 
Jesse James, his brother Frank, the Younger 
boys, Billy the Kid, Butch Cassidy, the Sun- 
dance Kid, the members of the Hole-in-the- 
Wall gang. Kid Curry, Bill Doolin, the 
Apache Kid, Black Bart of California, Sam 
Bass, Joaquin Murietta, Clay Allison, Cher- 
okee Bill, the Dalton boys, Bob, Emmett. 
Grat; Sam Starr and a host of others.

The Lone Ranger became the Lone Ranger 
after being ambushed with other Texas 
Rangers by a band of outlaws.

There are cowboys and cowgirls today, but 
we see them mostly only in the rodeos that 
are staged yearly. They work either on their 
own ranches or on ranches where they are 
employed. Big ranches still exist today. We 
have the fabulous King Ranch and the XIT, 
for example. Much of the work is done by 
mechanical means, in jeeps and with power 
tools. Still, in the rougher parts of the range, 
the cswboy and his Horse can go where jeeps 
cannot. 

These ranches have roundup times, where 
they brand their cattle, even today. However, 
there are no outlaws in the west now — un- 
less you call thugs and hoodlums outlaws. 
And they mostly frequent the big cities, not 
the open range.

We have given information about Billy 
the Kid many times in the Cave, but he con- 
tinues to be popular as a source of interest. 
His real name was William Bonney. He 
knifed a man when twelve years old and had 
to flee. He became a cowboy and range rider 
and rustler in the "unknown years" between 
the knifing and the Lincoln County war, 
where he emerges as a deadly gunman. 

Billy the Kid was born in New York City, 
He was shot to death by sheriff Pat Garrett 
on a ranch belonging to Pete Maxwell in 
New Mexico. 

Legend says that Billy the Kid killed 21 
men, one man for each year of his life, for 
he was 21 years old when he died. Born in 
November, 1859, he was killed in July, 1881. 
This will make him 21 years old, not 22; he 
would have been 22 in November. 1881, 

The Colt. Peacemaker is not used today, 
except in western and TV movies; when the 
producers want to stick close to the real life 
aspects of the films they are making, they 
have their heroes and villains use them. The 
Peacemaker was the most glamorous of all 
Colt revolvers. 

Wild Bill Hickok is buried in Deadwood, 
South Dakota.
